Wkat is to be the effect on prices there ? Does he 
not see that an export of 1,600,000 bales has ver) 
fully supplied, if not over supplied, the foreign de- 
n;ind ? Any considerable addition to that suppl) 
must inevitably reduce, the price, unless, the in- 
creased demand for the manufactured article keep 
pace with the supply. 
What ha* reduced the 


price in Liverpool so low al the lust dates, but an 
over supply, and the expectation of a larse crop in 
this country, yet to be received there? The price 
in iNew York is quite as high, and I believe higher, 
in fact, than it was 1.1 Liverpool at the last dates 
from England. 


Now, although they anticipated a crop of 1 800, 


000 bales only, yet tbe> did not expect much in- 
crease in the price, frum the fact that so large a 
supply was still on hand, equal to near four months' 
consumption. The stock in Liverpool in l>ecem- 
was 4-10,000 bales against 230,000 bales, the corres- 
ponding peri»d of the preceding year. K tlte'hon- 
prable Senator wishes to raise the price of cotton 
in Europe, tbe best mode of doing so is to keep 
back a portion of the crops, inste <d of sending 
more. Let him diminish the supply there, and he 
will do something towards enhancing the price.— 
But il th j honorable Senator thould be successful, 
if the price of cotton could be enhanced to what it 
was in 1835 and 1836, how is the South to be per- 
manently benefited 7 
What will be the final result? 


In the first place, production would be largely stim- 
ulated ; price of lands and laboiers would rise, as 
well as the prices of evcrj think else necessary in 
the cultivation ot cotton. The planter might ob- 
tain more, but he would be compelled to pa) more. 
He would buy his lands and ncsrocs at greatly aug- 
mented prices. The expcesive production would, 
soon over supply the wants, ol tbe world, and rapid 
decline will be inevitable , and whi e his produc- 
tious are thus falling, he will be obliged to retain 
his lands and slaves at the aggravated price which 
he paid tor them. His capital remains fixed. There 
can be no permanent benefit or security in increas- 
ing the price of cotton, unless at the same time you 
can increase the demand and consumption of the 
tabrics made Irom it; for unless these be increased, 
any advance m it will be teinpoiarj, and will be 
followed by a disastiom decline. 


The honorable Senator sajs that all the South de- 


sires in this matter is, to be let alone ; to be wlloned 
to manage their own aftairs, in their own way i to 
aeel; their natural market.-, and carrj mi their nat- 
ural trade unobsirucipd 
However desirable that 


may be to the South, whether fortun itely or unfor- 
lunatelj for her, cannot be done. That is not the 
sasis upon which South Carolina, aud the other 
States composing this Union, erected this General 
Government as one Government, and established 
this Constitution u» one Constitution, lor the whole 
South Carolina has shared largely in the securities 
of this Constitution, und participated in no smiill 
degree in shaping the policy which the Government 
has pursued. Sir. it is too late now to repine ; she 
cannot be let alone, to pursue her nun tepjrale pol- 
cy, in relation to matters which she haa confided to 
the General Government.

Thehonorable Senator has spoken several times 


of England as the "natural market'' for Southern 
productions. 
What makes it a natural market I 


What is meant by the term? England is a groat 
manufacturing nation,and lias been for a long period 
She was made so by the skill of her people, and the 
wisdom of her Government, and not from any natu- 
ral causes. 
Cotton in this country is the produc 


tion of less than half a century: and the market for 
it, is precisely where the enterprise, ingenuity and 
»killof men lead them toils manufacture. Il Ark- 
wright and the other inventors of machinery had 
been born in Tunis instead of Great Britain, and the 
Government, and tie people of Tunis had been 
wise enough and intelligent enough to h;we turnrd 
these improvements to account, Tunis might have 
been the manufacturer of cottons for the world,and 
then Tunis would have been the natural market of 
the South. No, Sir; a market for raw material is 
very much an artificial thing, It is where skil and 
capacity lead to its manufacture—where the loster- 
ing care of Government secures to the people the 
rewards of the labor which they employ in it.— 
Manchester and Liverpool are no more natural 
markets than Lowell and 
V\ altham, and the 


time mav come when these latter will consume 
more of The products of the South than the former. 


But I see that 1 am wearying the Senate as well 


as myself. It was my purpose, before concluding 
these remarks, to examine somewhat more minute" 
ly the reply which the honarable Senator made to 
the arguments in favor of tne policy, upon which he 
suppo^d its friends most generally rely. While he 
stated them briefly, and, with a single exception, 
perhaps, fairly, as they are used by its advocates, 
1 must say, I did not think the honorable Senator 
very successfutin his attempt to refute them. To 
restate them, and to reply to the honorable Sena- 
tor's attempted refutation of them, would require 
more than the yet unexpired hours of this afternoon, 
and I shall leave it toother gentlemen, and to moth- 
er occasion, regretting that I have been obliged to 
occupy so much of the time of the Senate, In a dis- 
cussion which I regard us wholly premature. 


I do not feel the slightest apprehension that the 


bill of the honorable Senator will become a law, or 
tould obtain a respeatable vote in either House of 
Congress. I do not apprehend any change 111 our 
policy, at this or the ensuing session of Congress,nor 
indeed until the operation of the act shall produce a 
redundant revenue. At the same time, I am reatiy 
to admit, that there are some clauses, some particu- 
lar portions of it, that I would readily concur in 
modifying, if it could be done without opening tlie 
whole subject, and exposing the whole act to inva- 
sion. But if, as the Senator supposes, the operation 
of the act will be to give an inadequate revenue—if 
it plainly appear to operate so grievously—sooppre 
siye|y—J0 unjustly on any section of the country as 
the honorable Senator supposes it does, I shall not 
he one to stand here to uphold it, wh<;n ( see such 
disastrous consequences. No, sir, not 1. But such 
cannot be its operation. 
All I ask of Congress, is to 


allow it to be tested by experience—to relruiu from 
arresting its progress—to cease these agitations and 
excitements, which always attend the discussion of 
topics so important to the business of the country. 
And as I have always said, when it has had a fair 
trial—when our experience is full—when the coun- 
try shall be found rising from all its' embarrassments 
—and the South iuelf partaking of the general pros- 
perity—'when all this is accomplished,I have no be- 
lief that any serious attempt xvill be made any- 
where to uproot a system which has produced so 
much good. Public men, I know, can nometiraes 
brine about the results they predict. 
If honorable 


gentlemen who oppose thi< system, continue their 
attacks upon it—if the public mind is to be kept in 
perpetual agitation—if the business of the country 
\s to be always th-i sport of legislative change, and 
experiment, commerce may decline—the revenue 
may fall off, Mul eeneral distress may a;;ain prevail. 
Much consequences, luv.vevfr, must not be charged 
to the adoption of the act of 1812. They will be the 
results,not of abhering to it, but of renuJidtmg it— 
n$t of stability, but of vacillation—not of wisdom 
but of folly.
